If words had been shella, the meet-| 
{ng of the Edmonton Publio schools 
boaré held las; night would have 
paied the second Ypres conflict into 
insignificance: it recalied,the memor- 
able verbal conflicts such as featured 
echool board meetings back in the 
days of a few years ago when & hool 
trustees battied whenever they assem- 
bied. 

The war last night was staged with 
Chairman of the Boara Witiam Ras 
on the one side, and Trustee 5. A. G 
Barnes on the other. The point at 
jesue hinged on the question as to 
whether or not the Edmonton Teach- 
ers’ Alliance should be permitted to 
send two representatives to regular 
school board, meetings to sit in a con- 
sultative and advisory capacity to the 
boar«., such as has been the privilege 
of the alliance for the past year, 

Decision Against Alliance, 

The result of the conflict in which 
Chairman Rao and Trustee Barnes 
were the main participants, was de- 
cided against the Teachers’ Alliance 


when Mrs. Bishop moved an amendad-! 


ment to the former motion.the amend- 
ment reading: “that the Edmonton 
Teachers’ Alliance may use their priv- 
flege as citizens in attending the meet- 
ings of the Ecmonton Public School 
Board.” 

In effect, the decision of the board 
means that representatives of the 
Teachers’ Alliance will not be permit- 
ted the same degree of latitude as was 
afforded them by the school board 
authorities in 1920 They will not be 
allowed to sit around the administra- 
tive board and give counsel when 
echool board members desire it, or 
whenever the Alliance representatives 


éonsider it opportune to offer it, They! 


will be allowed the same latitude as 
any other citizen of Edmonton—Jjust 
this and no more. If they are present 
at any meeting and wish 
the board, all well and good. This 
they will be able to do in the ordinary 
course of echool board meeting pro- 
aAedure. 

Barnes is Teachers’ Champion. 

S. A. G. Barnes championed 
cause of the Teachers’ Alliance while 
the strong opposition of Chairman 
Ras to the presence of echool employ 
es at echool board meetings in an ad- 
visory capacity was clearly demon- 
strated in his debate. Trustee Barnes 
huried arguments, fast and furious, 
particularly addrees to he chairman as 
to why teachers should be permitted 
additional privilege at school board 
meetings. He forced his arguments

what we bave done in this regard,” he 
said. He agreed that public school meetings 
should be open to the public, but expres- 
sed the thought that in some cases, it per- 
haps might be as weil for some school 
board business to be conducted in camera, 
the decision being given out later. 
Continuing, he declared that the teachers 
in their election campaign bad been 60 
self-evident, that had their desires been 
carried out and continued, it would have 


been found ultimately that the teachers 
would have been dominating the school 
board.

There is little in the circum- 
stances to suggest that the session 
of the Legislature which opens to- 
day will be either long or distin- 
guished by outstanding departures 
in public policy or legislation.

Winnipeg, Feb. 15-——-The Manitona 
Free Press today publishes the fol 
lowing from its Ottawa corresponcent: 

“In view of the extreme.y acute 
situation which wae experienced dur 
ing the greater part of las, year by 
reason of newsprint shortage and the 
high prices demanded by the manu 
facturers, great importance will be 
attached to an order-in-council jus 
pasted by the federal government 
which, i¢ ks expected, will result in the 


conetruction in the near fulure of a 
arge pulp and paper mill in weetern 
Canada, 


This ord+«r-in-counci:, which has 
just been signed by the governor-in 
council, provides for offering for sale 
by either public auction or competi 
tion by tenders, a large pulp wood 
berth covering certain dominion and 


achool lands lying east of Lake Winni- 
peg in the provincec of Manitoba, The 
total available area ie e@timated at ap- 
proximately 718 equare miles. 

“The successful bidder or tenderer, 
as the case may be, will be required 
to enter into an agreement, with the 
minister of the interior, representing 
the cfown, to erect within the limits of 
the berth, or at some other place ap 
proved by the minister, a pulp and 
paper mill costing with equipment 
and machinery not leas than $1,000,. 
000, and further, that he will operate 
the mill in such a manner that the 
daily output @ehall not be less than 100 
tons of pulp. At least 50 per cent of 
thie pulp must be manufactured into 
paper at the same plant.”
